SOME SENATORS AND THE PEACE 
PLAN. 


First reactions are very often trust­ 
worthy clues. 
It is exceedingly inter­ 
esting to note the first reaction in cer­ 
tain quarters to the President’s pro­ 
posal for a disarmament conference. 
First let us note Senator Borah’s re­ 
action. 
Mr. Borah has made no state­ 
ment at this writing, but he is said to 
be displeased. 
The President did not 
follow the course outlined in the Borah 
resolution. 
His 
plan 
is larger and 
more truly international in its scope. 
Mr. Borah’s scheme 
would 
have in­ 
volved no likelihood of revival of the 
League of Nations plan under another 
name, 
At the conference which the 
President has called,, on the contrary, 
the question of a league or association 
of nations is bound to come up and as­ 
sume 
paramount importance. 
Mr. 
Borah is a keen man. 
He sees this 
plainly; so his first reaction to the 
President’s step is suppressed displeas­ 
ure. 
Next let us note Senator Hiram 
Johnson’s reaction. 
Mr. Borah, who 
has about twice as much brains as Mr. 
Johnson, has been the latter’s guide 
and prophet throughout the long fight 
over the League, the Treaty and the 
principles of our foreign policy. 
Mr. 
Johnson was the nominal chief, but 
Mr. Borah was the real brains of the 
Bitter-ender movement. So in his com­ 
ment on the President’s move Johnson 
looks to Borah for light and awaits 
Borah’s comment 
before committing 
himself. 
He makes a guarded state­ 
ment saying that he is glad of any ef­ 
fort to reduce armaments, but declar­ 
ing that “the appropriate way to ap­ 
proach the matter” was the way sug­ 
gested by Mr. 
Borah. 
His 
general 
statement that he is “glad that any ef­ 
fort will be made 
to 
reduce 
arma­ 
ments” is more than offset by his spe­ 
cific criticisms of those features of the 
Harding plan which are different from 
those of the Borah plan. 
Next let us note Senator Lodge’s re­ 
action. 
Mr. 
Lodge’s 
statement be­ 
trays very plainly what is uppermost 
in his mind. He asserts very positively 
that in his opinion the President’s con­ 
ference will not include any negotia­ 
tions for an association of nations, that 
it will be limited strictly to the five na­ 
tions named, that it will 
be 
limited 
strictly to reduction 
of naval arma­ 
ments. 
Hence he says he is in favor 
of it 
The inference is very plain that 
if the conference is to extend beyond 
this narrow scope he will not be in fa­ 
vor of it; and it is as obvious as any­ 
thing can be that the thought which 
pervades Mr. 
Lodge’s 
mind 
is the 
dreadful thought that the conference 
is going to extend far beyond this nar­ 
row scope, that it will revive the ques­ 
tion of a league or association of na­ 
tions, that it will lead to resubmission 
of the Versailles Treaty— in short that 
as a result of it the essential principles 
of the Wilson policy and plan will be 
revealed as not dead but very much 
alive. 
These first

UNFORGOTTEN AND UNFOR­ 
GIVEN. 


Several weeks have passed since 
George Harvey made his famous or in­ 
famous speech, 
and 
one 
might be 
tempted to remark that further criti­ 
cisms of his utterance are belated and 
might very well be omitted. But, as a 
matter of fact, the most remarkable 


thing about the Harvey episode is the 


way it has stuck 
in 
peoples minds. 
They have not yet forgotten it; the an­ 
ger which it aroused in them has not 
yet cooled. Public speakers still refer 
to it; newspaper readers still write let­ 
ters to editors 
about 
it; only a few 
days since the South Carolina chapter 
of the Rainbow Division of Veterans 
passed resolutions denouncing it. 
This is not only remarkable and sig- 
nificent; it is also highly 
gratifying 
and, instead 
of feeling 
wearied by 
these continued references to Harvey, 
we ought to be very much pleased by 
them. 
They prove 
that 
the storm 
which he stirred up was no mere tea­ 
pot tempest, no mere transient disturb­ 
ance, no mere temporary jar to the 
sensibilities of the American people. 
They prove that this nation was stirr­ 
ed to its depths and that it is not going 
to forget or forgive; and that is a fact 
which speaks well for the nation and 
carries complete reassurance to those 
who had feared that the spirit of 1917 
and 1918 had died out. 
Harvey himself amounts to very lit­ 
tle, but one cannot help 
wondering 
what will finally become of him. 
He 
must be worrying over this question 
himself. If he thought that the anger 
and indignation 
which 
he 
aroused 
would soon pass, time is proving that 
he was mistaken. He is still anathema 
to millions of Americans, and there is 
no sign that their feeling towards him 
will change. 
How can he rehabilitate 
himself so that it will be possible for 
him to come back to America and look 
Americans in the face? These are per­ 
sonal and pertinent 
questions which 
must be causing him some anxiety as 
he turns them over in his mind.

URGED "REGULARS" TU AID 
THE NATIONAL GUARD 


Fort Crook, Neb., July IS.—Gen­ 
eral John J. Pershing, chief of staff 
of the army in a letter to the Com­ 
manding General, 7th Corps Area 
which includes the states of Kan­ 
sas and Missouri, urges that the 
Regular Army devote special efforts 
to building up the National Guard. 
Speaking of the present army re­ 
organization law, General Pershing 
wrote: 
“It was the evident intention of 
congress 
to provide a permanent 
peace organization for our tradi­ 
tional citizen armies, which here­ 
tofore have always been extempor­ 
ized after the occurrence of an em­ 
ergency. 
“It is important that the organi­ 
zation of the National Guard should 
be maintained as near the authoriz­ 
ed strength as practical. 
All citi­ 
zen soldiers who are free to meet 
the special requirements imposed 
on members of the National Guard 
should be encouraged to enter that 
force.” 
Cutting 
down 
the 
enlisted 
strength of the army, General Per­ 
shing says, will result in making 
more officers of the Regular Army 
available for duty with the Nation­ 
al Guard* and the Organized Re­ 
serves. 
“The officers detailed for service 
in the organization and training of 
the National 
Guard 
and 
the re­ 
serves,” writes the chief of staff, 
“should be selected from the most 
efficient officers in our army. The 
National Guard, in whole or in part, 
is liable to service as a first rein­ 
forcement of the Regular Army in 
minor emergencies.

ing the winter but this year Inter­ 
est in the bee industry has been re­ 
vived, the report says. 
The average yield per hive so far 
this year is 23 pounds and the pres­ 
ent condition of honey bees is re­ 
ported to be 84 per cent, compared 
with 86 per cent this time last year. 
The average prices of honey in 
Missouri now, the report says, for 
extracted honey: white, 25 cents 
lier 
pound, 
amber, 
19 cents per 
pound and dark, 20 cents per pound. 
The average prices of honey in the 
camb is for white, 28 cents per 
pound and for other grades 23 cents 
per pound. 
The late freezes this year which 
killed a great many blossoms has 
reduced the honey flow consider­ 
ably, 
according 
to 
the 
report. 
Drouths in some sections have pre­ 
vented 
surplus 
production. 
How­ 
ever the conditions are generally 
good throughout the state. 
The flowers from which the prin­ 
cipal part of the honey comes from 
this time of year on is white and 
alsike clover, corn tassels, smart 
weed (heart’s ease), Spanish nee­ 
dle, “blue vine” (milk weed), buek- 
brushes, sumach, boneset and gol­ 
den rod.
